Remains of Gallagher's famous

The early Irrigation experiment is

The present owners have added 


to Ihe original ranch buildings, re- 
UiiuiiiK the pioneer style of stone 
building with walls two feet Hit 
and narrow windows for loopholes. 


The ranch will open the year
